Only one person, Lee Cline, spoke during the 
public hearing for the second reading and adoption 
of Ordinance No. 1031, concerning R-3 develop¬ 
ment standards at Tuesday evening’s Sierra Madre 
City Council meeting. 

The ordinance amendments limit or restrict 
the development of lots less than 9000 square feet 
without an evaluation of the Planning Commission 
of the design. The ordinance requires a Conditional 
Use Permit for any use in the R-3 zone. 

Cline reported Planning Commission decisions 
from last Thursday’s meeting (see story elsewhere 
on page 1). The ordinance will appear in next week’s 
edition of The News in the legal section. 

Councilman Bruce Crow made the motion to 
hire a secretary who is also an EMT now on the 
Volunteer Fire Dept, staff to fill an interim position 
requested by former Fire Chief Roger Keith and 
present Fire Chief Ed Tracy at the last City Council 
meeting. Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy Buchan 
seconded the motion. 

The position proposed at last week’s adjourned 
City Council meeting was for a code enforce¬ 
ment officer who is also an emergency medical tech¬ 
nician (EMT); however. City Attorney Charles Mar- 
'^n found sevefal city/ 


fire department position. 

City Administrator Jim McRea will immediate¬ 
ly investigate the Fair Labor Standard Act and come 
back to the council with a response. In the mean¬ 
time, the secretary/EMT will come aboard to alle¬ 
viate the problem the fire chief described — not 
enough EMT volunteers are available during the 
weekdays. 

City Councilmen Clem Bartolai and Sam Simp¬ 
son voted against the stop gap measure, saying 
they felt the original position should be filled. 

The secretary/EMT will be hired for only 1000 
hours which amounts to approximately five months. 
In the meantime, it is assumed that the other posi¬ 
tion will be cleared for hiring. 

Bartolai used the term “cosmetic improve¬ 
ments” concerning parking lot improvements pro¬ 
posed in the central business district when both the 
City Council and CRA met Tuesday evening. 

The plan calls for overlay on fiberglass mat¬ 
ting, concrete curbing and perimeter masonry walls, 
interior and exterior landscaping, striping, regula¬ 
tory signs and lighting for the N. Baldwin Park¬ 
ing Lot (District #1). 

For the S. Baldwin Parking Lot (District #1),

The Sierra Madre Planning Commission has 
forwarded a request to City Council for an emcr- 
geitcy ordinance of 45 days, requiring a condition¬ 
al use permit for any construction within live his¬ 
toric districts tenatively defined by the Sierra Mad¬ 
re Cultural Heritage Commission. The ordinance 
would allow time for a more finite study ol the 
historic districts plan by both the Cultural Heritage 
and Planning Commissions. 

The decision to request the emergency or¬ 
dinance came at the Feb. 19 meeting ol the Plan¬ 
ning Commissiim during a discussion on the CHC 
proposal to establish the historic districts. Planning 
Commission chairman Stan Hutchinson, who also 
serves on the CHC, said the reason behind the 
CHC propirsal was to preserve the “ambience” 
of certain areas within Sierra Madre, thus, assuring 
that any new construction within those areas main¬ 
tained the existing character of the district. 

The commission also decided to hold a public 
hearing as its Mar. 19 meeting to consider propsals 
t») ask the city to require that building heights 
within the R-3 development areas conform to the 
Sierra Madre Municipal Code, rather than the Uni¬ 
form Building Code. 

Other public hearings at the same meeting will 
seek to establish R-2 zone building standards that 
conform to R-3 standards, will seek amendments 
to the Uniform Building Code requested by the 
Fire Department, and will determine if a public 


nuisance exists at 458 Sturtevant, where a garage 
has been converted to a family residence. 

The commission announced a special study 
session would be held Monday, Mar. 9 at 7 p.m. 
in city chambers to discuss and establish a method 
of review of the general plan. 

At last Thursday’s meeting, the commission 
also noted that the subdivision application process 
has been amended to include review of such ap- 
plicatiirns by both the Parks and Recreation Com-

This is the first of four installments addressing 
the parking problems in Sierra Madre and offering 
citizens’ opinions of solving the downtown 
crunch. Ed. 

Sierra Madre has a parking problem, as most 
frustrated shoppers will vehemently attest. 

As small town residents who take our per¬ 
quisites for granted, we tend to get irritable wnen 
we have to park a block or more from where 
we want to go and we blame almost any scape¬ 
goat we can find for our unaccustomed incon¬ 
venience. 

The question of whom to blame and who can 
solve the problem is the subject of these articles. 

First of all, many people feel we can blame 
our merchants. New businesses have migrated to 
Sierra Madre, which enhance our village atmos¬ 
phere, but attract “all them furriners” from nearby 
cities to clog our parking areas. The resulting sales 


tax is good for the city coffers, but the added 
cars congest our “rightful territory.” 

Both merchants and many new service busi¬ 
nesses can be blamed for other reasons also. A 
number allow their employees to park in front of 
their establishments, taking places their customers 
are desperately seeking. 

Many feel the Chamber of Commerce should 
address this problem. It certainly is a detriment 
to potential customers of chamber members. 

The city has added 23 parking places in the 
Auburn parking lot. This area, however, seems pla¬ 
gued with vehicles which appear to have parked 
in the lot ‘for weeks on end. There are those 
who feel that increased enforcement of the 24 
hour parking limit by the police department would 
help to free at least some spaces. 

Mariposa parking lot, which runs behind Sierra 
Madre Blvd. southside shops, admittedly needs 


complete revamping, but all the innovation in the 
world, say still others, will not attract parkers 
unless the shops enhance their rear entrances and 
make them as accessible as the fronts. Currently, 
they resemble a war zone. 

Having no terrorists or religious fanatics in 
Sierra Madre. we are unwilling to accept this “state 
of siege,” environment. 

One of the problems, according to City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea, lies with the absentee land¬ 
lords. The city could, if necessary, effect an at¬ 
tractive backside transformation of shops on south 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and Kersting Court which would 
add handsomely to city coffers, as well as mer¬ 
chants, through increased sales. 

But, since the owners of the buildings would be 
subject to greatly increased taxes for “improve¬ 
ments,” they would, no doubt, raise rents ac-

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Former Phillips home site of Mar. 4 rtijeetih^ 
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By Phyllis Chapman 

• Time Magazine, in its Mar. 2. 1959 issue, 
hailed Sierra Madre resident M. (for Marion) Penn 
Phillips as head of one of the world’s largest land 
developing companies. More remarkable was that 
most of this development was in the forsaken 
and forbidding land of our nearby Western desert. 

Phillips died in 1979 and not only left a le¬ 
gacy of flourishing desert communities — Hespe¬ 
ria, Victorville, Salton Sea, etc. — but also a Spa¬ 
nish mission-style home here in Sierra Madre which 
he built in 1924. 

Located at 200 Olivera Lane, the Sierra Madre 
Preservation Society will hold their Wednesday, 
Mar. 4, 7:30 p.m., meeting at this house and the 
public is welcome. Phillips’ granddaughter, Sally 
McGowan, is present owner of the property. 

Olivera Lane is a north turn off Orange 
Grove Ave., one block east of Rancho Rd. The 
street dead ends and the house is at the north¬ 


east end of the street. It is through the second 
gate past the house at the 190 address. Car pooling

Phillips originally bought 10 acres here with 
many orange trees and with a wooden bungalow- 
style home. He had that house moved north to 
Monterey Lane and then built the present home. 
Olivera Lane is named for Mrs. Phillips, whose 
first name was Olive. 

Mrs. Phillips commissioned a painting of the 
San Luis Rey Mission, which is located near Ocean- 
side, the 18th mission in the chain and built in 
1815. The mission became the inspiration for the 
style of the new home Mr. and Mrs. Phillips 
built. An arcade of arches stretches down the front 
length of the house and typical of that Spanish 
historical style, most of the 10 rooms are entered 
from this arcade. 

There is much hand wrought iron work and 
hardware in the home which was made on the site

Most-commonly used Federal forms 1040, 
1040A and 104()EZ (with attendant forms and 
schedules) and Stale forms 540, 540A and 
540NR are available. Additional rcprtiducible 
tax forms and selected lax publications can be 
photocopied for 15C a page. If the library 
docs not have a tax form, you need a member 
of the staff to give you information on how to 

obtain it. 

Besides the forms, there arc several guides 
ihai can be a great help. They include: 
“Guide for Preparing Your Federal Income 
Tax,” “Tax Guide for Small Business,” and 
“Guide to Tax-Free Service.” These can be 
used only in the library. 

The staff can also provide information on 
ihc Volunteer Tax Assistance Program (VTAP) 
designed for low-income seniors’ non-English 
speaking or handicapped individuals. VTAP 
offers help in preparing individual lax returns. 
Another service explained in a pamphlet called 
Tclc-Tax, gives recorded lax inlormalion on a 
varicl y of quest ions. _

Suggestions for home 
owners during water 
main replacement 

Subscribers have requested that The News 
inform residents of how to alleviate the pro¬ 
blems resulting when the city turns off the wa¬ 
ter to their homes as part of the Phase II 
water project. The city is in the process of 
replacing water mains around Sierra Madre. 

Representatives of Gem Plumbing suggest 
that if there is no shut off next to the home, 
there is always one at the meter. Gem repre¬ 
sentatives Hal Jordon and Gordon Caldwell 
say “open up all hose bibs or open a laundry 
tray faucet.” A hose bib is any faucet or spi¬ 
got outside the home, one that is used to 
attach hoses for watering lawns. 

They suggest making sure those lines are 
open when the city turns on the water once 
more. This should alleviate a rush of brown- 
colored water from water outlets inside the 
home. 

They also suggest that those who have ice 
cube makers purchase fillers for their relri- 
geraiors to make sure no “brown” ice cubes 
will appear when the water is turned on once 
more.

The Placement Service 
for Older Americans, lo¬ 
cated at 541 E. Colorado 
in Pasadena has proved 
that “Age is the Rage.” 
Last year their office was 
successful in helping 
3000 older people find 
jobs. 

This is a federally- 
funded, free employ¬ 
ment service for unem¬ 
ployed or underemploy¬ 
ed residents age 40 and 
up, who live in Pasade¬ 
na, Altadena and sur¬ 
rounding communities. 
Pat Rostker, founder 
and director, tells em¬ 
ployers to “put a little 
wrinkle in your life — 
hire the older worker.” 
She quickly points out 
the advantages gained; 
such as experience and 
productivity provided by 
the mature worker. Rost¬ 
ker, herself, never work¬ 
ed until in her mid-50s. 

The group held a se¬ 
minar on Feb. 3 at Mon¬ 
rovia’s Holiday Inn to 
plug the aging work 
force, to dispel many 
myths about older 
people and to get their 
placement service 
known. Discussions were 
headed by Ann Rans- 
ford, of the Los Ange¬ 
les Council on Careers 
for Older Americans, 
Paul Gorsky, director of 
Employee Relations for 
Carter Hawley Hale, 
owners of the Broadway 
stores and by Rostker. 

The mandatory retire- 
emtn age of 65 came in¬ 
to being in the 19th cen¬ 
tury when German 
Chancellor Bismarck set 
up the first old age pen¬ 
sion plan. He thought 
that at 65 people would 
soon die and very little 
money would have to be 
paid. The age 65 was 
then carried over to 
our country when our 
government established 
Social Security. 

However, the percen¬ 
tage of the population 
over 65 has tripled since 
1900 and at 65, on the 
average, women live 18 
more years, men 13 
more. For many seniors, 
these can be very produc¬ 
tive years. Also, for 


many, there is the fi¬ 
nancial necessity to 
work. This is particularly 
true of women who of¬ 
ten need to provide for 
themselves when they 
outlive men. 

Their office is finding, 
too, says Rostker, that 
a number of men who 
are in their 50s are sud¬ 
denly unemployed as 
they become victims of 
company closures or 
mergers. The Placement 
Service works closely 
with other agencies such 
as the Department of 
Unemployment where 
anyone over 40 is con¬ 
sidered old. Finding em¬ 
ployment for these 
people in the category of 
old is tax saving, too, 
as money will not have 
to be paid out in wel¬ 
fare and unemployment 
checks. 

Gorsky stated at the 
seminar that the Broad¬ 
way is not actively re¬ 
cruiting older workers. 
They hire on the basis 
of who will provide the 
best customer service. 
But their experience has 
been that the older work¬ 
er does provide the ad¬ 
vantages of having the 
work ethic of the old 
school — being more 
stable and committed, 
loyal and with less pres¬ 
sures, perhaps, and 
problems that a younger 
person may have such as 
young children. In a con¬ 
test they sponsor based 
on highest increase in 
sales, 60*% of the time 
it is the older employee 
who tops the list. 

The Placement Service 
will also provide profes¬ 
sional counseling to the 
older job seeker and 
holds workshops in what 
to wear, how to sell 
yourself as a job appli¬ 
cant and how to build 
confidence. The truth of 
aging is that we all age 
at a different rate and it 
is not unusual to see 70- 
year-olds jogging, skiing 
on the ski slopes and be¬ 
ing very active grand¬ 
parents.

Lenders fearing asbestos 
insulation problem jeopardize 
building industry 


Home equity lending 
remains popular credit 


Home equity loans, or 
second mortgages, will 
continue to be the most 
popular form of con¬ 
sumer credit during 
1987, as they have been 
for the past two years. 

The choice of an in¬ 
terest rate plan will de¬ 
pend on the use of the 
loan. Lower interest 
rates at the beginning of 
1986 caused a slight in¬ 
crease in the number of 
people choosing to take 
advantage of adjustable 
rale loans. Despite the 
fact that interest rates 
may take a small dip in 
1987, the choice of in¬ 
terest rate plans will still 
depend on usage. 

“Generally, people 


tend to choose adjust¬ 
able rate loans for short¬ 
term loans, especially in 
the case of a first mort¬ 
gage, if they plan to 
stay in the home only 
three to five years. If 
they plan to stay for 
more than 10 years, most 
will choose the fixed-rate 
option. 

Stabilized, sensible in¬ 
terest rates will have oth¬ 
er beneficial effects on 
the economy during 
1987. 

The news isn’t all bad 
concerning the new tax 
law — the silver lining is 
that homeowners can 
still deduct interest char¬ 
ges on home equity 
loans. 


“Home equity loans 
have become increasing¬ 
ly popular because of 
their high credit limits 
and low interest rates,” 
says Glenn Sanders, ex¬ 
ecutive vice president of 
consumer finance for 
Household Finance Cor¬ 
poration (HFC), in an¬ 
nouncing its new revol¬ 
ving home equity loan in 
California called HFC 
CheckCredit. “And 
now, the new tax law re¬ 
moves the interest deduc¬ 
tion on all forms of con¬ 
sumer borrowing, except 
loans secured by the 
consumer’s principal and 
second residence. This 
situation positions home 
equity loans as a com¬ 


mon sense alternative to 
loans with non-deduc¬ 
tible interest.” 

HFC calls its equity 
loan CheckCredit be¬ 
cause homeowners can 
obtain a check-accessed 
revolving line of credit, 
secured by the equity in 
their home. The HFC 
CheckCredit account 
may be opened for any 
amount, from $5000 to 
$150,000 or more, based 
on the available equity 
in the property securing 
the loan, said Sanders. 

“Customers only need 
to apply once, then the 
credit is available when 
they need it, simply by 
writing a check,” ex¬ 
plained Sanders. 


A “cataclysm of fear” 
within the real estate 
lending community re¬ 
garding the mere pre¬ 
sence of asbestos in ma¬ 
jor office buildings, ser¬ 
iously jeopardizes the fu¬ 
ture building stock in 
the United States. 

This was the state¬ 
ment issued recently by 
Frank Goss, the top of¬ 
ficial of one of the na¬ 
tion’s leading facility en¬ 
gineering and building 
diagnostic concerns to 
what he says is the grow¬ 
ing rank of major lend¬ 
ing institutions who re¬ 
fuse to finance buildings 
that simply contain as¬ 
bestos or other toxic ma¬ 
terials. 

Commenting on the 
controversial issue, 
Goss, president of Build¬ 
ing System Evaluation of 


Sierra Madre, said, “We 
get calls every day from 
major building owners 
and property managers 
complaining that lend¬ 
ers won’t finance reno¬ 
vation simply because of 
the presence of asbestos. 

“This rigid position 
rules out approximately 
80% of the U.S. build¬ 
ing stock, relegating 
these buildings to sec¬ 
ond-class status. More¬ 
over, it leaves these 
buildings attractive only 
to foreign investors who 
have no fear of asbes¬ 
tos and who will soon 
be in a position to put 
these building up for a 
song,” Go.ss stated. 

The irony, says Goss, 
is that fear and confu¬ 
sion among lenders need 
not exist and that per¬ 
fectly good workplaces 


should not be abandoned 
in this manner, thereby 
ruling out the re-use of 
the great majority of our 
building stock. 

“While asbestos is 
clearly “no good guy,” 
it can be dealt with and, 
as a matter of fact, can 
be abated rather simply 
in many instances. For 
lenders to contend that 
the mere presence of as¬ 
bestos, whether it is a 
problem or not, rules out 
buildings for financing, 
is reactionary and bears 
no relationship to the 
risk involved.” 

Goss explained that 
buildings should initially 
be evaluated as to their 
“asbestos factors.” 

“If a hazardous con¬ 
dition exists, it can be 
mitigated in a profes¬ 
sional manner through 


proven abatement pro¬ 
grams. But, if we’re go¬ 
ing to close all build¬ 
ings that have any po¬ 
tential risks, then all 
buildings that are heated 
with methane gas, cooled 
with florocarbons, or 
cleaned with toxic sol¬ 
vents should be shut 
down immediately,’’ 
Goss concluded. 

Building System Eva¬ 
luation provides building 
owners with a seven-step 
program of asbestos eva¬ 
luation and abatement 
procedures, if necessary. 
The company has pro¬ 
vided its serices to some 
of the nation’s leading 
corporate facility own¬ 
ers, including major re¬ 
tail chains and owners 
of hotel and office com¬ 
plexes.

eordingly. A win-win proposition for the city; a 
win-lose for merchants and a whopping tax loss 
for owners, although the value of their properties, 
of course, would increase commensurately. 

South Baldwin parking lot added no new park¬ 
ing and plans for the Baldwin/Montecito lot will 
add no more than three to four. 

In the meantime, new businesses with more 
employees crowd into available space and provide 
no additional parking. 

Four years ago, when Councilman Clem Bar- 
tolai was mayor, he appointed a volunteer park¬ 
ing committee, comprised of a professional urban 
planner, an architect, a realtor, a member of the 
police department and several businessmen. 

The committee came up with a number of 
intriguing suggestions for solving the problem, after 
hundreds of hours of study and effort. The sub¬ 
sequent council chose to ignore the recommenda¬ 
tions and the committee, in frustration, resigned en 
masse. 

Little has been forthcoming since that time, al¬ 
though several council members ran on platforms 
which included doing “something” about the pro¬ 
blem . 

Opitiions and suggestions from various current 
council members, citizens for former parking com¬ 
mittee members will be reviewed in later portions 
of this series, as well as sources of funding for 
any eventual solutions and ideas on what can and 
cannot be done.
